| paying subscribers, we gave assurance that the work 
| should on. We would pledge economy enough in 
hg and publishing it to keep it before the pub- 
ic. ‘This is No, G, and we have been sending out 
| on the old subseription list, and to new patrons, 
| eight or nine hundred copies. We find we have 
| only about two hundred and fifty subseribers on 
| whom we can certainly depend; i. e. who have al- 
| ready paid, or promised to be responsible. These 
are tried and faithful friends, with most of whom 
| Non-Resistance is No. 1 in point of importance ; 
; and who rejoice to do all that ought to be expected 
| of them. If the editor could enter the field asa 
| public lecturer, and travel extensively through the 
| land, laying the subject before the people, and so- 
| liciting subscribers, there is little doubt a respecta- 
ble support could be secured for the publication. 
But this is extremely difficult, if not impossible, un- 
der existing cireumstances. The main dependance, 
therefore, must be placed on the devoted lovers of 
the cause scattered over the country. These are 
true and faithful, but few and generally poor, We 
feel the liveliest satistaction, gratitude and affection 
towards the little handful who have come to our aid 
in the attempt to resuscitate the Non-Resistant. 
There is another class of friends from whom we ex- 
pected important assistance, as writers and encour- 
agers of the undertaking, who have left us almost 
entirely to ourselves; for the satisfactory reason that 
they are already overworked in the Anti-Slavery 
and other departments of Moral Reform. We must 
not find fault with them; though we feel somewhat 
disappointed. We doubt not they have cares and 
toils enough, without assuming any concern for the 
Non-Resistant. Men and women cannot be every- 
where, doing everything at once. A very few of 
our poorer friends have returned their papers, de- 
clining to take them, because they were unable to 
pay for them, though they wanted them. To such 
we have said, ‘be welcome to the paper, for the 
postage ? for we cannot bear that those who love to 
read it should be cut off for their poverty. Some 
other friends in humble circumstanges have written 
us that they pald for the old series just before it stop- 
ped, and will struggle to pay once more, if’ the su- 
perintendent will assure them that there is a fair 
| probability they shall not again make the sacrifice 
in vain; adding that not the least painful part of the 
| matter is the taunting and jeering of opposers, that 
| their non-resistant publishing friends are either 
| speculating out of them, or trifling with their feel- 
ings. Others have written back that they once paid 
| for the paper, and are willing to receive it till they 
| have got their ‘ money’s worth.’ Others have return- 
ed their copies with morose and churlish endorse- 
ments on them. Others report that they have tried 
to obtaingubscribers enough to seeure a gratis copy, 
but being unable to do this, gave up the matter. 
Others that they frequently read good articles from 
the editor in other periodicals; that they take so 
many pow they cannot read more; yet they ho 
we shall sustain the work.

Occa- 
sionally a line reaches us informing us, that a pack- 
age sent to one of the cities by stage has not come 
to hand, but repeatedly fails, The subscribers, to 
save postage, would have their papers sent by stage, 
or not at all. We have paid the driver in advance 
out of our Jean treasury for delivering them, but he 
loses or forgets the package. ‘Then we must pay 
postage on our agent's letters in these cases, which

THE HORRORS OF MILLERISM. 
TRIAL OF ISRAEL DAMMON. 


We have seen a report of the trial of a man who 
is termed Elder Dammon, at Dover, Maine, com- 
menced the 17th ult., before Moses Sweat and Seth 
Lee, Esqs. The trial developes most shocking par- 
ticulars, and convinces us more fully than before, 
that town and city authorities should interfere, and 
arrest these sensual and demoralizing proceedings. 
They are as bad as the worst days of that arch 
scoundrel and fanatic, Cochran, who ‘led silly 
women captive,’ and despoiled the domestic peace 
of many a peaceful and respectable family. A 
part of the evidence we have omitted, it being too 
gross for publication. 

Dagnmon was charged with being a vagabond, a 
common railer and brawler, neglecting to support 
his family, &c. He plead not guilty, and numer- 
ous witnesses were examined during the time of 
the trial, which lasted two days. iW. E. y 
testified that he had attended their meetings two 
days and four evenings. They were hugging and 
kissing each other; mon would lay on the 
floor, then jump up; they would frequently go into 
another room. mmon no means to support 
himself that I know of. The meeting appeared 
very irreligious; have seen him sit on the floor 
with a woman, his arms around her. The room 
they went into was aback room. They said the 
world’s people must not go there. - 

Wm. C. Crosby, Esq,, testified. He was at the 
meeting on Saturday night, from about seven to nine 
o'clock. There was a woman on the floor who lay 
on her back with a pillow under her head; she 
would occasionally arouse up and tell a vision which 
she said was revealed to her. They would at times 
all be talking at once, hallooing at the top of their 
voices ; seme of them said there was too much sin 
there, By spells it was the noisiest I ever attended.

The prisoner was sentenced to ten days in the 
House of Correction; from which sentence he ap- 
pealed. 

On Tuesday, after the trial was concluded, and 
while the Court was waiting for the Counsel to 
come in, prisoner and his witnesses asked per- 
mission, and sung that hymn, by John Craig, begin- 
ning— 

‘ While I was down in Egypt's land, 
T heard my Savior was at hand; 

The midnight cry was sounding, 
And I wanted to be free, 

So I left my former brethren 

To sound the jubilee.’ 

These scenes are not enacted in Atkinson only. 
In this city, we are informed ‘ gross deeds’ are done 
by one section of these fanaties—for there are two. 
One worshipping with propriety of conduct (so far 
as we know) at Beethoven Hall,—the other at pri- 
vate houses. The latter hold to the ‘kissing,’ ‘wash- 
ing each other’s feet, abandoning work, &c. Many 
of these were once respectable, happy, and com- 
fortably situated. Now, by this delusion of the 
devil, they are wallowing on the floor, their charac- 
ters lost, their families broken up, their daughters 
debased, their minds wild with insanity. It is in- 
deed a melancholy reflection, and well deserving 
the attention of the humane, how this wild fire may 
be stopped, our youth prevented from pollution, 
those saved who are not yet utterly ruined—and 
those ruined, recovered if it can be so. We com- 
mend to the attention of all, public authorities, and 
private citizens, this evil in our midst; and pray 
success may attend their efforts to abate it, and pre- 
vent its spread and desolating consequences 





TENDENCY OF SLAVES SOUTHWARD. 


We copy from a Columbus (Ga.) paper, the fol- 
lowing article relative to the domestic traflic in 
slaves. It contains some suggestions that may be 
of interest to northern readers, particularly at this 
time, when the effect of the annexation upon slave- 
ry is a staple topic of conversation. 


‘Negro Trapine.—A writer in the last Enquir- 
er, under the signature of ‘Censor,’ gave a hint to 
the ‘speculators, (as they are technically called,) 
that the Penal Code of Georgia against their trade is 
in full force, and promises that he would furnish a 
prosecutor to look after those who should be found 
infringing the law after the Ist inst. 

The law in question is one dictated by wisdom 
and sound policy. It is essential to the preserva- 
tion of the institution of slavery itself as it now ex- 
ists, as we might readily show, did time and space 
permit. It is sufficient to remark, that if Maryland 
and Virginia are permitted to pour their surplus 
slave population upon us, that very soon public 
opinion in these States will begin to assume the 
type of negro philanthropy further North, and two 
powerful States will be changed from friends and 
co-defenders of this institution, into its opponents. 

The cotton planters of Georgia will readily ad- 
mit, too, that the public weal does not require any 
addition to the labor (already superabundant) em- 
ployed in the production of cotton. And the own- 
ers of negro property will need no argument to con- 
vince them that the value of slaves is not to be aug- 
mented by the overstock of the market, supplied 
from the two Potomac States. 

Let the law be enforeed then, not in Columbus 
only, but throughout Georgia. We hope to see all 
the States of the southwest adopting similar laws, 
and putting an end to a system, which is injurious 
to the southern country, in every moral, political 
and pecuniary point of view.’

ANOTHER CHAPTER. : 





Suockisc Morper.—A gentleman from Lexing- 
ton, Ky., received a letter yesterday morning, of the 
6th inst., giving an account of the murder of Clifton 
R. Thompson of that place, by the hands of his broth- 
er-in-law H. Daniel. The particulars are as follows: 
Clifton R. Thompson, and his brother W. J. Thomp- 
son, had gone to Mr. Sterling to attend to a suit in 
Court between C. R. Thompson and H. Daniel, which 
suit has been continued from Court to Court by the 
affidavits of said Daniel for a good many terms. He 
asked for a further continuance in the case, and to 
obtain it, made affidavit to some things which Thomp- 
son objected to. Thompson was being heard by the 
Judge on the subject of a continuance, and aétused 
Daniel of stating a vile and false calumny in.his affi- 
davit.

A Shocking Murder.—A most foul and unprovoked 
wurder was committed in Bath, Va., last week, by 
Nelson Cooper, on the person of Mr. William Brown. 
Cooper stabbed his victim to the heart with a butcher 
knife. He has since been arrested, and is now in jail. 


The New-Orleans Bee states that an affray took 
place in that city, on the 17th, in the beef-market of 
the First Municipality, between Fountaine, a slave 
of Mr. Tousaint Babel, who was employed asa butcher 
in the market, and a slave named Andre, the property 
of Registe Lacour, during which the former made a 
blow at the latter, with a butcher knife, the blade 
passing through his hat, inflicting a wound on the 
head and face, and partially severing in twain his nose. 
Fountaine was taken into custody. 


* Fatal Afray.—A young man named Pierre Tra- 
pignier was stabbed by another man named Bruneau, 
a few days agoin New-Orleans. He died immediate- 
ly. They were creoles, had been on intimate terms, 
and were respectably connected. 


Fatal Affray—aAn affray occurred on board the 
steamboat Lodi, at Bayou Sorel, on the 4th inst., be- 
tween Charles Hardy, mate, and John Wyatt, carpen- 
ter of that vessel, which resulted in the death of the 
latter. Wyatt struck Hardy, and knocked him down; 
when he arose he drew a knife and stabbed Hardy to 
the heart. 


Murderous and Bloody Affray—Yesterday an af- 
fray took place in the bar-room of the American Ho- 
tel, between two persons from Sumpter county in 
this State, by the names of E. B. Cheney and Eigle- 
hart, a music teacher, which resulted in the latter 
being shot by a revolving pistol, two balls entering 
his right breast cussmoes aay below the nipple, and 
causing a mortal wound. Both Cheney and Eigle- 
hart were drunk.—Mobile Journal. 


Fatal Duel.—The Columbia Carolinian says: 
An affair of honor came off near the Hampton 
Course, at Augusta, on Thursday, the 20th instant, 
between Major John Partlow, of Abbeville District, 
and John G. Burton, Esq., of Newberry District, 
8S. C. They fought with muskets, at ten paces, and 
Mr. Burton fell mortally wounded at the first fire. 
He was conveyed to Hubbard's hotel, Hamburg, 
and died ten hours afterwards. Both of these gen- 
tlemen had married each other's sisters, and the dif- 
ficulty which led to this fatal result is said to have 
originated in private affairs, of which the public 
should know nothing. The mode of fighting was 
chosen by Mr. Burton, and, to say the least of it, was 
barbarous and almost unprecedented. A relative of 
Mr. Burton’s, Lieut. Coggins, of the U. 8. army, fell 
in a similar rencontre, years ago, on which occasion 
this unusual weapon was used, and we imagine he 





derived the precedent from that affair. 


Desperate Affray.—An affray occurred last night, 
about 11 o'clock, in the tavern of Mr, M’'Williams, 
between him and a man named James Patten, who 
sells fruit in the street. Soon after the quarrel orig- 
inated, it having taken place in the bar-room, Patten 
drew from his pocket a razor, and in the most despe- 
rate rage made a pags at his antagonist. The deadly 
weapon struck Mr. M’Williams immediately below 
the left ear. The impression is that the man cannot 
survive. Patten has been arrested.— Baltimore Pat. 


Murder.—One of the must cold-blooded and delib- 
erate murders was committed on Sunday last, nine 
miles below this village, which has ever been perpe- 
trated in civilized society. The unfortunate victim 
was an aged woman named Jones, the widow and 
second wife of Mr. John Jones, who died a few 
weeks since. Towards night she was found dead in 
the garden, near the house, her head dreadfully man- 
gled, and one arm broken. A large club, stained 
with blood, was found near by, with which the deed 
was perpetrated. Suspicion having rested upon Am- 
brose Jones, a step-son of the deceased, he was ar- 
rested and committed to the jail in this place, to await 
his trial.— Greenville (S. C.) Mountaineer, Feb. 28.
